Illegal Trucking . 
To Be Wiped Out 


TALLAHASSEE—Florida Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission” investi- 
gators continued an unrelenting 
campaign to wipe. out illegal 
trucking, operations in the State in 
March, charging 177 truckers 
with violation of state transpor- 
tation laws. 

The arrests included 107 for fail- 
ure to have proper authority from 
the State to haul.cargoes found in 
their vehicles, Chairman Edwin L. 


Mason said today. 
Thirty-seven of the “no duthor- 
ity” cases were made against 


truckers hauling products that are 
exempt from interstate regula- 
tion, but which require registra- 
tion but which require Commission 
in order to-be transported in this 
State, Mason said. 

Others charged with illegal ope- 
rations were towing or hauling 
house trailers, hauling building 
materials, constyugtion aggre- 
gates, household goods, passengers 
and a variety of a dozen other 
types of cargoes. 

The, truckers posted a total of 
$15,965 in counties where arrests 
were made, bringing the total 
of bonds posted in the first three 
months of this year to $54,765. 

The Utilities Commisgion's in- 
vestigators” charged 47 drivers 
with improper identification, and 
23 with violation of state safety 
rules. 

“So far this year, our investiga- 
tors have ordéred 254 vehicles off 
the highways,” Mason declared, 
“because they were considered im- 
minently hazardous—accidents on 
their way to a place to happen.” 

Defects must be corrected and 
inspected before they are allowed 
to proceed, Mason said.

riers’ vehicles, and issued, cita-'|- 
tiong in 1,076-cases, in addition to | 
the sidelined vehicles. 

“We are: most concerned with 
the economic.effects of illegal 
trucking operations,” Mason said, 
“because every one of them is. de~s 
priving law-abiding operators of 
revenues to which they are 
titled.” . 

“But, unsafe vehicles also are of | 
vital interest because they are a 
bazard to every motorist on a 
highway in Florida.”
